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Send Christine Davis To Set Up Govt. Hearings 
Christine Davis, staff director of the House gov- 
ernment operations committee, was flown to Paris, 
France, to set up a new series of hearings on govern- 
ment expenditures in Europe, JET learned. The as- 
signment marks the first time a Negro has ever 
undertaken such a major role for Congress. 

According to committee sources, Mrs. Davis was 
assigned the task of organizing hearings in some 
five European countries including France, Germany, 
Austria, and Italy. She has charge of an investigative 
staff which will check expenditures in the countries 
of all government agencies, including 
the U. S. Information Service and the 
State Department. 

Committee sources disclosed that 
lawmakers on the committee will join 
Mrs. Davis, the highest ranking Ne- 
gro woman in government, to hold 
the hearings following the adjourn- 
ment of Congress. The committee is 
headed by Rep. William L. Dawson. Mrs. Davis

Bias Hiring Report Calls Chicago ‘Sore Spot’ 

A Jewish “progress” report on hiring bias in Chicago 
revealed that 98 per cent of employment agency job orders 
discriminate against Negroes in white-collar jobs. 


As the dust of two race riots and sporadic skirmishes 
settled uneasily on Chicago’s far South Side last week, two 
white policemen had been suspended from the force for 
negligence. Captain Kenneth Fossier was suspended for 
“failure to provide sufficient personnel at Calumet Park, 
scene of two racial clashes, and Sergeant Eugene Shimaell 
“for failure to make proper entries of official business in 
the South district police records.” 

But if these two had failed to carry out what Mayor 
Richard J. Daley called ‘““my emphatic directions to police 
to provide protection to all citizens,” fellow officers in that 
area were alarmingly overzealous in doing so, according to 
Negro factory workers who must pass through the trou- 
bled area to and from work. 

Police, they claim, are stopping cars of Negro motorists, 
forcing them to stand, sometimes with raised hands while 
searches are made for weapons or implements which could 
be used as weapons.

To fight off possible retaliation from White Citizens 
Councils and help Tuskegee’s Negro merchants set up and 
expand businesses, an Institute Commercial Assn. was 
formed, according to tax consultant B. B. Blakesman, its 
president. The association of Negro merchants was organ- 
ized to increase the effectiveness of a continuing boycott 
of white stores. Meanwhile, as Negro trade in white stores 
dwindled to a trickle, local radio stations aired pleas, urg- 
ing Negroes to trade in white stores.

Into a tempest of mosquitoes at a sun-faded country 
church on a former cotton plantation in Dutchtown, La, 
stepped grey-headed Archbishop Clarence C. Addison last 
week, armed with a potent sting of his own. He had not 
hurried all the way from New York, however, to do battle 
with insects. He had come, Bible in hand, to swat down 
the NAACP, which to him was “the National Assn. for the 
‘Agitation’ of Colored People.” His claim: “Segregation is 
the work of God. Integration is the work of the devil.” 

It was a familiar-sounding theme around which the 5. 
year-old head of New York’s African Universal Church 
could conveniently wrap up a six-day convention fo 
‘Uncle Toms.’ But what he pompously billed as a national 
convention of the “African Stock Exchange Assn. Devel. 
opment Corp. United Counsel of Organizations,” merely 
turned out to be a semi-religious revival in a backwoods 
church. It was one week of frenzied singing and shouting 
rocking and rolling to the rhythms of a tambourine, drum 
electric guitar and an out-of-tune piano. 

Even so, the hoarse voice of Archbishop Addison could

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be heard above the racket, 
spouting arguments bor- 
rowed almost word for word 
from the White Citizens 
Councils. Spoon-feeding his 
audiences (peak attendance: 
about 50 adults, 65 children) 
with an eccesiastical fervor 
that often lapsed into a mys- 
terious “speaking in tongues,” 
he repeatedly singled out the 
NAACP as “the most destruc- 
tive move against humanity 
ever organized in this coun- 
try.” Reason: it preaches in- 
tegration. 

But the mixing of races, 
ranted the Georgia-born 
archibshop, is ‘damnable for 
the Negro” and an imposi- 
tion on whites. “Them’s 
facts,’ he added with the 
confidence that mere utter- 
ance made it so. For integra- 
tion leads to intermingling 
and cohabiting of the races. 
“The Negro who clamors for 
civil rights is a man who says 
I wants to sit, to eat, to ride 
in a place I didn’t help es- 
tablish. I’ll force myself on 
you and if you don’t move, 
I'll have you put in jail.” 

Yet, integration has not 
worked in the North, he com- 
plained. As an example, he

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New York’s high schools are “the most terriblest children 
we have,” because they “ain’t gittin’ the proper education.” 
His own son, lamented the archbishop, uses poor ‘“Eng- 
lish” because he attends a New York school. He added: 
“the average Negro graduate of a southern segregated 
high school is equal to a New York college graduate. 
Them’s facts!” 

Having laid New York education to rest, the archbishop, 
who claims graduation from a theological seminary, the 
name of which he had forgotten, expended much of his 
oratorical energies denying that he receives money from 
White Citizens Councils but admitting he would accept it 
if offered. He condemned Northern interference in the 
South and thanked Dixie whites for their kindness to 
Negroes. His words were continually interrupted with 
choruses of “amen,” from an audience swept along on the 
tide of his eloquence. 

His were the sort of sentiments that could be expected 
to receive front page treatment in the local white press.

A 53-year-old Little Rock, Ark., laborer, convicted of 
fatally shooting a 25-year-old postman with intent to rape 
the man’s fiance, became the first Negro in modern court 
history in Little Rock to receive the mandatory death 
penalty in the slaying of another Negro. Leo Lee was found 
guilty of first degree murder by an all white jury after a 
19-year-old coed testified the defendant shot William H. 
Smith Jr. as they sat in a parked car, forced her into ab- 
normal sex acts and then raped her. 
Charge GI, Girl Friend, Cashed Wife’s Checks 

A 33-year-old Fort Smith, Ark., soldier, and a 28-year- 
old mother of eight children, were charged with forging 22 
government checks totaling $2,237.60, and issued to the 
soldier’s estranged wife. James F. Wyrick was jailed in de- 
fault of $1,500 bond and Reenevay Thomas released on $500 
bond after they were arrested by Secret Service agents for 
cashing checks forwarded to Mrs. Wyrick at the soldier’s 
address over a 32-month period since 1953. 


Catches ‘Hubby’ With Teen, Held For Murder 

A 33-year-old Florida woman who surprised her com- 
mon-law husband leaving a house at midnight with a 
15-year-old girl was held on suspicion of murder after 
her mate was shot in the heart during a struggle on the 
street. Mrs. Georgia Ann Green said she warned George 
Wilder about dating the teen-ager. 


In Bradenton, Fla., police arrested a 77-year-old 
man who had advertised himself as “Dr. Wilson, the 
lucky number wizard” after he sold a box containing 
on old cigar butt for $13. Police jailed William W. 
Beamon of Tampa on a charge of reading palms 
without a license. Promising that the box contained 
“rare and valuable information,’ Beamon had told 
his victims to “wait until a certain hour before open- 
ing.” When they opened it, they found only the cigar 
butt, his victims complained to police. 
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A 37-year-old unemployed Newark laborer, charged 
with beating his wife, thanked the judge for recom- 
mending psychiatric ireatment, thanked policemen 
in the court, then turned to his wife, adding “thanks 
to you dear,” and punched her in the face. Joseph 
Crowe was then pulled away from his wife, Clara, 
32, screaming “I'll kill her! Ill kill her!” He was 
handcuffed and sentenced to a year in prison by 
Judge William Hodes after order was restored. 


N. Y. Mother Of 8 Ties, Scalds, Chops Husband 

A 40-year-old New York mother of eight children, who 
tied her sleeping husband’s arms and legs to a bedpost, 
scalded him with hot water, then chopped him with a 
meat cleaver, declared she “felt free for the first time in 18 
years,” as police jailed her on assault charges. Mrs. Sarah 
Brinton told police she had “watched the Late Show, 
and cried until there were no more tears,” over her hus- 
band’s treatment of her “like a child.” When she heard 
him snoring, she said, she put on a pot of water, sharp- 
ened the meat cleaver, and attacked her mate in venge- 
ance for a beating that night, and an 18-year “miserable 
life.” He was hospitalized in fair condition.
